Its responsibility 
the profession discuss and fix general policies 
that relate its material progress and 
and that will make ever-increasing benefit 
society.

They are not presented until 
they have been studied complete detail by. The 
Board, and gives the convention its seasoned and 
well-considered opinions all the amendments 
and procedures order that the convention shall 
well informed and able act with knowledge 
within the short time available it.

Board urges their adoption, believes that they 
will forward the objectives The Institute. 

further line with this policy, does not seem 
necessary that matters which have been discussed 
threadbare previous conventions should 
discussed Louisville, nor that resolutions should 
reiterated year after year, nor that policies and 
decisions which have been previously taken should 
restated, particularly new conditions have 
not arisen that indicate change policy needed. 

Again, further line with stressing the larger 
phases our problems, emphasis given con- 
sidering the impression the profession making 
the public, the fields its endeavors, the quality 
services renders, and its unity and solidarity. 
The convention will given opportunity ex- 
amine all these phases and set motion 
policies correct tendencies that may tend 
hamper and handicap the true progress the pro- 
fession. 


For several years the profession has been de- 
pendent great degree government-aided 
projects for its work and remuneration. vital 
question posed the Louisville program will be: 
“Is such governmental aid liable continue and 
what extent, can the profession the 
immediate future look private enterprise for its 
work?” Other questions arise: the governmental 
aid continue, the profession going func- 
tion governmental employees private prac- 
titioners? What practical methods does the pro- 
fession intend take hold the semi-public 


and the corporation work that tending 


more and more government bureaus and private 
and semi-public planning departments? What new 
ways can found render competent architectural 
service the field now usurped speculative 

What new fields endeavor can opened 
wherein the training and ability architects can 
applied? Are the processes rendering serv- 
ices being 

All these are questions vital importance 
the profession and some them will touched 
the coming convention. All them cannot 


reached there, and none them can ade- 
quately considered the four days allotted 
Institute convention. 
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Then there are the questions concerning the next 
generation architects. The convention program 
will give the profession opportunity refamiliarize 
itself with the trends and processes the training 
that generation, and will reminded the 
qualifications that are being set throughout 
the states prerequisites for practicing architec- 
ture. The training, qualifications, and the philoso- 
phies those who are follow are very 
grave concern all us. 

Some the materials construction which the 
profession deals with will discussed those 
who have been interested and conspicuous their 
development. Some the materials are new 
the science construction, others are developments 
and new applications old materials. Four such 
materials will discussed. 

Five subjects prime importance have been se- 
lected for informal round-table discussions Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Clinical subjects have been 
avoided, not because they are uninteresting un- 
suitable subjects for such discussions, but only be- 
cause seemed this particular year the larger 
relations the profession society should 
given priority, and the program very full. 

The five subjects are: 

(a) The Fields Architectural Practice 

(b) Housing, its three phases, Urban, Rural, 
and Small Houses; 

(c) Partial Services, more correctly stated, 
Incomplete Services. This discussion should

(d) Regional Enhancement, which going 
bring notice some important and long-range pro- 
grams initiated for neighborhood planning others

(e) Rural Practice, which will discussion 
the problems architects living communi-

Relation the Profession Society, which 
will indicate its relationship with other professions, 
with other factors the building industry, with 
realtors, with investment bankers whom building 
depends, and finally, with society. 

Leaders the discussions have been selected. 
They will indicate the trends, out which should 
grow notable resolutions for presentation the 
convention the next morning.

Dear Mr. Parker: 


Referring our recent interchange correspond- 
ence regarding the reimbursement the Architects 
for expenditures for supervisory personnel, are 
enclosing for your information proposed revision 
Section Paragraph (h) the Form Archi- 
tect’s Contract which includes supervision. 

believe that this amendment will eliminate the 
possibility misinterpretation the intent. 
might stated that the present language contained 
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the form contract has been given different 
constructions both members our own staff 
well the local housing authorities. 

particular contract each such contract must stand 
fall the intention the individual parties 
and upon the language employed the contract. 

However, might stated that arriving 
the schedule fees paid the Architect, was 
not contemplated that the fees adopted would cover 
the incidental costs workmen’s compensation 
social security taxes which Architect might 
required pay because employment him 
the supervisory personnel. this reason, the 
United States Housing Authority would not object 
local housing authority reimbursing Archi- 
tect under the particular contract involved, was 
the determination the local housing authority that 
such reimbursement could properly and legally 
made under the terms that contract. 

Copies the proposed revision the section re- 
ferred are being distributed our staff with the 
recommendation that inserted all future con- 
tracts lieu the present language. trust 
that this will eliminate any future misunderstanding.

provided and paid for the Architect. 

“In order provide full field superintendence 
under the direction the Architect, the Architect 
shall together with the Local Authority make 
mutual determination the number and character 
supervisory personnel required for such super- 
intendence, including necessary inspection and ac- 
counting. Such requisite personnel shall selected 
the Architect. the selection approved the 
Local Authority, the person persons selected 
and approved shall employed, determined 
the Local Authority, either the Architect 
the Local Authority direct, the salary such per- 
sonnel mutually agreed upon. the event the 
personnel employed the Architect, the Local 
Authority will reimburse the Architect for all sal- 
aries paid such personnel together with the 
amounts any Workmen’s Compensation Premiums 
Social Security other payroll tax which the 
Architect may required pay pursuant any 
state federal law, upon presentation the Archi- 
tect’s evidencing payment thereof.” 


WPA-Aided Projects—Notice Architects 


Mr. William Stanley Parker, Chairman the 
Committee Contract Documents, gives the fol- 
lowing notice architects. 

Two cases have been brought attention 
which the owner raises the question 
whether the architect’s percentage fee shall ap- 
plied the value labor and materials furnished 
WPA. The matter covered Article 
the Standard Form Agreement between Owner 
and Architect, which defines the cost the work 
meaning the “cost the owner”. 

The second paragraph the follows: 

“When labor material furnished the 

owner below its market cost, the cost the work 

shall computed such market cost.” 

seems any reasonable interpretation this 
clause would indicate that the percentage fee 
applied the total cost the work under general 
market conditions. the owner, from his own 
property, able furnish certain materials 
saving him, the architect’s fee assessed 
against the reasonable market cost such materials. 


the owner special agreement with the federal 
government able get them provide labor 
materials connection with the project, the 
case the grants local public buildings, the 
architect’s percentage fee should applied the 
reasonable market cost such labor materials 
provided the contractor. 

little difficult understand why there 
should any real doubt about the application 
this clause. The two cases apply materials and 
labor furnished WPA. large number con- 
tracts have been carried out with grants from PWA 
and far know, this question has never been

Today this confusion worse confounded the 
civil war now waged all the arts, architecture 
included. this war, the Advanced School, which 
has thrown aside precedents and what heretofore 
have been considered artistic canons, pitted against 
the more conservative. The latter 
iconoclasts revolutionists, which fact they are 
one takes short view, but every revolution, 
considered the broad perspective history, 
but one more step forward backward evolu- 
tion, depending upon the point view the 
historian. always, the revolutionist much 
more vocal than the conservative. What has 
say new and, therefore, news. Today using 
all the implements modern warfare—propaganda 
and surprise attack—to win the fight. 

Along the entire battlefront nowhere the strug- 
gle hotter than among the architects. Reports from 
the front are printed almost daily the art col- 


umns the press from painters and sculptors, from 
every sector save that held the architects. There, 
there seems almost complete “blackout.” 
most newspapers, the real estate sections, 
sure, building occasionally mentioned and illus- 
trated, though its artistic worth never discussed. 
The names the real estate operator, the pro- 
moter and the photographer are given but rarely 
the name the architect whose creation is. 

Even the Federal Government which today lays 
much stress what doing bring art 
before the public publishes volume over 600 
views buildings—postoffices, court houses, schools, 
etc.—erected from public funds (derived, said, 
from taxes which even the architects are com- 
pelled contribute) and yet there single 
mention this volume any architect whose skill 
designed these buildings. The majority them 
are admirably designed, some conspicuously so; they 
represent both the and Advanced 
School; but once again the reader led believe 
that these monuments have sprung into being 
spontaneous construction. This could not have 
happened any country that lays claim na- 
tive culture, for all such countries architecture 
recognized art and the recognition the 
artist widely distributed. 

Every now and then something created 
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architect such civic importance that stands out 
from the general run apartment houses and 
commercial buildings. artist’s achievement, 
should not noted the art columns the 
press and appraised, paintings are, the meas- 
ure its merit? 

Future generations will not appraise our present- 
day culture the paintings and detached works 
sculpture but the buildings that contain them— 
the museums, schools, hospitals, skyscrapers, power 
plants, etc., that represent the trend our day 
the church architecture the Middle Ages repre- 
sents that period thepalaces and chateaux 
royalty and the aristocracy represent the age 
feudalism and concentrated political power.

Old Kentucky Architecture. 

Rexford Newcomb, Helburn,

timely interest connection with the Seventy- 
second Convention The Institute held 
Louisville, Kentucky, May 21-24, 1940, the 
recent release “Old Kentucky Architecture” 


Rexford Newcomb, A.I.A., Professor the History 
Architecture and Dean the College Fine 
and Applied Arts, University Illinois. 

handsome volume, 12’’, the book con- 
tains 130 plates and photographs and measured 
drawings Kentucky architecture, illustrating the 
Colonial, Federal, Greek Revival, Gothic and other

The Foreword states that “This volume the 
result some thirteen years field-work and re- 
search. The idea survey record Old Ken- 
tucky Architecture originated with the Kentucky 
Chapter The American Institute Architects. 
1925 the Chapter formed committee which 
Frederic Morgan, Louisville, was 
chairman, promote such survey and sought 
the author’s (Rexford Newcomb) advice pro- 
cedure. series conversations the subject 
resulted agreement whereby the author under- 
took carry out the survey under the auspices 
the Kentucky Chapter. 

Stratton Hammon, Chairman the Public 
Information and Publicity Committee the Sev- 
enty-second Convention, has this say con- 
cerning the book: 

great many architects, coming Louisville 
for the Seventy-second Convention, will want 
seek out examples some the fine old architec- 
ture Kentucky. directions, excepting 
the North, one must travel several hundreds 
miles through the Commonwealth before arriving 
the convention city. Along the way may seen 
Colonial, Georgian, Federal, Greek Revival, and 
even Gothic structures merely turning off the 
main highway for few miles. 

“Tt necessary, however, know where these 
buildings are and naturally far more interesting 
know something about them. Fortunately, ‘Old 
Kentucky Architecture’ just off the press, com- 
posed fit perfectly the purpose the traveling 
architect.
